Colonel Puge moved to refer all the commu-
nications to tne committee of the Franklin In-
stitute, aud sugeestod that «1l in attendunee g0
before that commitiee to be heard. The bill
now before the Legislature wounld émpower the
Councilg to create suck a board a8 might be
necessary, with authority to control the
entire subject. A committes of the Franklin
Institute his been appointed to digest an ordi-
napce, and these varlons documents, together
with the remarks of all nractienl men who
would be mvited, wonld greatly taeilitate that
committee in thelr labors, Then an ordinance
would be reported which it was hoped woulil
protect life and vot hamper tinde,

Mr. William Willer said the practical moen
had been invited 1o the Franklin Tustitute, and
had given their views as far ns wns advisable,
The Comnittee appointed, however, was com-
posed of the members ol the Franklin Institute,
and some of the views of practical men did not
seem to meet with thewr deas, If that com-
mittee sat in a diferent hall from their own,
the practical men would epesk their minds
more freely. He for one did not attempt {o
mauke such a flowery speech a8 a theovetionl
man could, but he was of the opinion that the
dumbest man In the room could give new and
important ideas, If he was n charge of u
steatboat, he rather thouent the pussencvers
woitld goouer entrust their lives to him thun to
a theoretionl man.

Mr. Evaus said 1t was not the fanlt of the
Committes that all practicsl men huad not been
heard, ns they bad given every public unnotnee-
ment possible.

Colonel Page suid it was not his purpose to
deny & hearing to any one, in fact, he had
heard practical men speak  before the Franklin
Instituse on this subject, and be regretied they
were not members ot it, us they would have
adorned it, His desire was to bring the practi-
¢al and theoretical men tegether, and the in-
formation derived from each of them would be
advantageons and fuellitute the creation of a
proper ordinance, Alzar that Committee re-
ports an ordinance it comes buck to this Com-
mittee, who never nave parted wath their ao-
thority.
